Important elements of current U.S. 
nuclear deterrence policy are condemned 
as immoral in a draft national pastoral 
letter written by a committee of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The document specifically rejects, on 
the basis of traditional Catholic moral 
principles, any policy that holds out the 
option of nuclear response to a non- 
‘nuclear attack, or any strategic deterrence 
policy that involves the targeting or even 
the threat of targeting of nuclear 
warheads on civilian populations.

Two education aid 
measures pending

There was good news out of 
Sacramento and Washington last week 
for parents of children in Catholic 
schools, but of the two, what happened in 
the state capital seems more likely to 
‘survive the political process, mainly 
because it is now out of the hands of the 
politicians. 

The California legislature June 21, by 
a 57-16 vote in the Assembly and a 29-6 
vote in the Senate, approved a state 
constitutional amendment which seeks to 
restore the lending of state textbooks to 
children in parochial and private schools. 
The measure will go to the voters in 
November. 


AND IN Washington June 22, 
Catholic educators enthusiastically 
endorsed President Reagan’s tuition tax 
bill, which is similar to the tuition tax bill 
proposed last year by Sens. Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.) and Robert 
Packwood (R-Ore.). 


Both bills would provide tuition tax 
credits to parents sending their children to 
non-public schools, in this case subtracted 
directly from the actual amount of taxes 
owed, for one-half the tuition paid, up to 
a maximum amount. 


In addition, both proposals contain 
similar provisions exempting from the 
credits money going to support racially 
discriminatory schools, which the 
president’s proposal. spells out in greater 
detail.

Europe. The latter is a policy operative in 
current global U.S. nuclear strategy. 


The document sharply questions even 
the possession of nuclear weapons without 
substantive progress toward their 
elimination. 


Saying that ‘‘we face...a deterrent that 
is in place and which we cannot, 
according to. Catholic moral principles, 
approve,” the authors conclude that the 
only justification for possession of nuclear 
weapons is the principle of temporary 
‘toleration of moral evil.’’ The principle 
of toleration, however, demands that all 
efforts be made to get out of this 
“‘objectively evil situation’’ in an orderly, 
controlled way, the authors say. They 
emphasize that the principle of toleration 
invoked is not ‘‘a comforting moral 
judgment, but an urgent call to efforts to 
change.”’ 


THE DRAFT pastoral letter, written 
by a committee of five bishops headed by 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, was distributed June 19 to 
about 250 U.S. bishops attending an 
11-day assembly at St. John’s University 
in Collegeville, Minn. ie 

The document was not made public. 
Nevertheless, stories on it appeared in the 
general press and elsewhere. They were 
apparently based on what reporters were 
being told about the document, however, 
rather than on a reading of the document 
itself. 


The document itself reveals tightly 
reasoned applications of moral principles 
which, if agreed to by the rest. of the U.S. 
hierarchy, would make the final 
statement one of the strongest moral 
condemnations of nuclear deterrence yet 
issued by a major church body in the 
United States.

For campers and counselors, 
something special took place...

JULIAN _ When 102 
developmentally disabled campers and 
100 volunteers took over Camp Marston, 
with its mountains, trees and lakes here 
last week for ‘‘ReCreation ’82,’’ there 
were many veterans returning for yet 
another year in each group. 


The week-long camp is a project of 
Benedictine Sister Kathryn Jennings’ 
office of Services for Disabled People, and 
that many of the campers return each 
year for fun, games, sports, crafts, 
religious instruction and individualized 
attention is to be expected. 


BUT THAT half the counselors, 
ranging in age from high school students 
to young adults, many of them 
professional people, to a retired couple 
from Vista, return again and again to put 
in long hours at their own expense, says 
something about what takes place here 
each summer. 


“For many of the kids, this is the 
biggest week of their life. It’s like 
Disneyland for. them. It’s one big 
experience after another. They can’t 
make a mistake, they can’t do anything 
wrong. Everything is positive, everybody 
achieves,’’ said Mrs. Kathleen 
Veinbergs, a registered nurse who attends 


St. Martin parish in La Mesa. 


A repeater, like many of the other 
counselors, Mrs. Veinbergs comes back 
each year because of ‘‘the kind of people 
who are drawn to this. It makes your faith 
in humanity soar. If there are people who 
feel this way about other people, the 
world can’t be all bad.”’ 


IT IS THE “‘honesty’’ of the campers 
that impresses Mrs. Veinbergs the most: 
‘“‘They say what they mean, exactly what

GET OUT — Pax Christi USA, the American branch 
of the international Catholic peace organization, in 
Chicago called for the immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
troops from Lebanon. ‘‘The United States bears a special 
responsibility to the Lebanese and Palestinian refugees,”’ 
Pax Christi said, ‘‘because of our vicarious participation 
in the killing through the supply of arms’’ to Israel. Pax 
Christi also endorsed the 1973 stand of the U.S. bishops 
which recognized Palestinian rights in the Holy Land and 
called for ‘‘compensation for past losses to be paid not 
only by Israel but by other members of the international 
community responsible for the 1948 partition plan.’’ 


UP FOR GRABS? — Women are no longer going to 
beg for their rights, Mercy Sister Maureen Fiedler told a 
Washington press conference, ‘‘We’re going to take 
them.’’ Sister Fiedler was one of a group of women who 
fasted for 37 days in an attempt to get the [Illinois 
legislature to pass the Equal Rights Amendment. The 
attempt failed, and Illinois was one of several states which 
effectively killed the ERA’s June 30 deadline. 


BLOCKED — A presidential veto blocked a 
temporary rollback in postal rates for the religious press 
and other non-profit publications. The $62 million postal 
subsidy was attached to a $3 billion housing subsidy 


opposed by President Reagan. 


PRIEST KILLED — Father Robert S. McBride, 48, 
chaplain at the provincial house of the Congregation of 
Notre Dame in Ridgefield, Conn., was shot to death near 
a low-income housing project in Bridgeport June 19. He 
had apparently lost his way, said police. 


REOPENING ASKED — The Christian Council of 
Churches in Mozambique has appealed to the Marxist 
government to reopen mission stations closed during a 
crackdown on church institutions soon after independence 
was won from Portugal in 1975.

There will be no issue of Southern 
Cross the week of July 4.

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APPROVED — Two weeks after a nuclear freeze 
resolution was defeated in the Senate, the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee approved a similar non-binding 
proposal calling on the superpowers to strive for a 
‘‘mutual and verifiable freeze’’ on nuclear armaments. 
The House committee vote June 23 was 26-11, with seven 
Republicans joining 19 Democrats in support of the 
freeze resolution, which is opposed by the Reagan 
administration.

SAN DIEGO — The Daughters of St. 
Paul June 27 celebrated the 50th anniver- 
sary of their foundation here in the 
United States with a special Mass at their 
provincial house in Boston. 


One of the special strengths of the 
order, says Sister Edward, superior of the 
convent and book center here in San 
Diego, is that the younger Sisters have 
been able to personally witness the hard 
work and sacrifice of the women who 
established the foundations for the DSP’s 
steady growth today. ‘‘Those were very 
precious years, and we are reaping the 
rewards of their labors,’’ she said.

THE LOAN of state textbooks to 
private school students, books for which 
their parents have already paid through 
taxes supporting the public school system, 
was voided by the state supreme court last 
summer, even though the U.S. Supreme 
Court had previously held that such loans 
were constitutional, in part, because they 
went to the students, and not to their 
schools. 


Students in private and parochial 
elementary schools had received the book 
loans for eight years, and the voters this 
November will decide the issue. Groups 
opposing the proposed amendment 
included the American Civil Liberties 
Union, the California Teachers 
Association, the Jewish Public Affairs 
Committe of California, the American 
Federation of Teachers, the Supreme 
Council of Masons and the San Diego 
County superintendent of schools. 


‘‘We’re delighted at the passage of the 
proposed amendment and its placement 
on the ballot this November,”’ said Father 
Dennis Clark, diocesan superintendent of 
schools, who called the issue a matter of 
‘*simple justice.’’ 

FATHER CLARK said that while 
some well-meaning people see the issue as 
one of separation of church and state, 
much of the opposition is really a thinly 
veiled form of anti-Catholicism. 


John Lockhart, legislative analyist for 
the San Diego schools, argued ‘‘in 
determined opposition’’ to the book loans 
during the legislative hearings, said 
Father. Clark. ‘‘Why is he fighting the 
interests of San Diego’s children?’’ he 
asked. 


Contacted by Southern Cross, Lockhart 
said his opposition was based solely on 
constitutional and financial grounds. 
Asked if his opposition could be attributed 
to anti-Catholic sentiment, Lockhart 
would make no comment.

SAN DIEGO’S and Imperial County’s 
state legislators were advised in advance 
of their votes on the proposed amendment 
‘‘what our feelings were,’’ said Father 
Clark, and with two exceptions, voted in 
favor of the loans. 


In the Senate, said Father Clark, Bill 
Craven (R), Jim Ellis (R) and John 
Schmitz (R) all-voted yes; the only no 
vote was Democrat Jim Mills. 


In the Assembly, the only no vote was 
recorded by Republican Larry Stirling; 
voting in favor of the proposed 
amendment were Pete Chacon (D), 
Wadie Deddah (D), Bob Frazee (R), 
Larry Kapiloff (D) and David Kelley(R), 
said Father Clark. 


AS FOR the Reagan tuition tax credit 
measure, which, like the Packwood- 
Moynihan bill, would phase in the credits 
over a period of several years, few 
Washington watchers would give either a 
serious chance of passage this late in the 
legislative year; many of the same groups 
which opposed the book loans locally in 
California may be expected to voice bitter 
opposition to the tuition credits at the 
national level. - 


Some observers feel that the president 
is only trying to pay off an election 
‘‘debt’’ to Catholic voters by supporting 
the measure, but Father Clark is 
convinced that the president is firmly 
committed to helping parents who send 
their children to non-public schools 
through some form of tax relief. 


‘*In one sense it does have a chance,”’ 
said Father Clark. ‘‘The president 
separated it from the budget and waited 
until after it was approved. That’s what 
he told us he would do last April. And the 
financial- impact right now ‘is really 
minimal...except to parents paying 
tuition on top of their taxes to support the 
public schools.”’

The Daughters of St. Paul are a 
““traditional’’ order to most people: they 
have kept the habit, rise early in the 
morning for Mass and prayer, attend 
Mass twice on Sundays, and in their 
books, magazines, and films stress a deep 
reverence for the pope, his magisterium, 
and the local bishop. Each of their 
convent-book centers has its own chapel, 
where the Blessed Sacrament is always 
reserved, both for the Sisters themselves 
and for people who come in off the streets 
to pray. 

And at a time when many Religious 
orders are experiencing a decline in 
vocations, the Daughters are actually 
growing. From California alone, the 
order has received four sets of three sisters 
and three sets of two sisters as professed 
Sisters, many of them from this area. And 
on June 27, two young women from San 
Diego made their perpetual profession in 
Boston as Daughters of the order. They 
are Sister Diane Leonard, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Kraus, and Sister 
Joanne Mary, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
George E. Fish of Holy Spirit parish. 


‘“‘WE TRY to’ stay with the Holy 
Father,’’ said Sister Edward, ‘‘but we’ve 
modified what we’ve been asked to since 
the Second Vatican Council. We stress 
discipline, community and prayer life. To 
some people this is ‘conservative,’ but it is 
our rule of life.’’ 


This rule is attractive to many young 
people today, added _ Sister, 
acknowledging the number of. vocations 
coming into the order. ‘‘Young people 
want challenges, and they also want to 
give up something. We’ve just opened up 
convents in Hawaii and Alaska, and they 
are sending us vocations already.’’ 


To Sister Constance, personal contact 
and the witness of the Religious habit are 
important, whether in attracting new 
vocations or in the Sisters’ daily round of 
home and_ office visitations. 
‘Evangelization is a great means to 
inspire vocations,’ she said. ‘‘Many 
young men and women say they have 
never even been spoken to about 
Religious vocations.”’ 


IT TAKES a special kind of courage to 
approach strangers or knock on their 
doors and speak to them about Christ, but 
the Sisters say they are rarely ever 
rejected outright. — 


‘‘Why be embarrassed if you have the 
truth?’’ asked Sister Edward. ‘‘People 


very seldom turn us away, and even the~ 


Protestants appreciate us. We are not 
there to preach, but to give them uplifting 
reading. Many Catholics tell us that they 
have been away from the Church for a 
long time, and we are often able to make 
arrangements for them to see a priest and 
return to the faith.”’ 


As for the people who remain 
indifferent to what the Sisters have to say, 
“It’s often enough that we have left them 
with a ‘God bless you’ or a smile,’’ said 
Sister Edward. ‘‘If you have helped them 
to think of God just one time, you’ve 
done something.”’ 


AS THEY celebrate their first. half- 
century in this country and look forward 
to the future, the Daughters of St. Paul 
today know that they are building on the 
sacrifices of their Sisters who struggled in 


the early years; they were founded in Italy 
in 1915 by Father James Alberione in 
collaboration with Mother Thecla Merlo; 
Mother Thecla is called ‘Servant of God’ 
by the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Causes of Saints, the first of several steps 
leading to canonization. 


They came to the United States in 1931 
with 24-year-old Sister Paula Cordero, 
now 74. Their motherhouse in Boston 
now oversees 22 convent-book centers in 
major U.S. cities. Sacrifice and a solid 
grounding in Catholic dogma have 
distinguished the order ever since. 


‘Sacrifice is such a precious thing in 
the eyes of God,’’ said Sister Edward. 
“Doctrine is very important to us, too, 
and it is imperative that we remain 
faithful ‘to the magisterium. We 
document all of the Holy Father’s 
encyclicals and travels, and he keeps us 
busy all the time. He celebrated Mass for 
us in his chapel at Castel Gandolfo when 
we were on our pilgrimage to Italy last 
September, and he called us ‘the pope’s 
machine.’ ”’ 


THE CHALLENGE of the next 50 
years, said Sister Edward, ‘‘is that we all 
grow’ in faith and holiness and more 
docile to the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
We can reason in too human a way, but 
to really believe what the Holy Father is 
teaching us...he’s the Vicar of Christ, 
and we cannot forget that.”’ 

It is ultimately the witness the Sisters 
give in their own apostolate that is the 
measure of their lives as Religious, said 
Sister Constance. 

‘People will not imitate what you 
preach, but what you live,’’ she said. And 
Sister Edward added, ‘‘We are here for 
God. We don’t have a lasting dwelling on 
this earth.”’

Nuclear armament is not only 
challenge for survival 


A few weeks ago we announced on page one that Bishop 
Leo T. Maher had joined bishops from across the United 
States in signing a bilateral nuclear freeze proposal 
sponsored by Pax Christi, the international Catholic peace 
organization. Bishop Maher had gone on record early last 
winter favoring a bilateral reduction of nuclear weapons. 

Peace issues have gained startling momentum in this 


country in the past few months. That is a sign of hope. At 


the same time, the growth of the peace movement poses a 
real challenge to those who are focusing their energies on 
peace issues. 

I recently read an article by a leader in the anti-nuclear 
movement. Her perspective is brief and to the point: ‘“The 
issue,’’ she maintains, ‘‘is survival. What other issue could 
be as important?’’ Her message is that the threat of nuclear 
devastation relegates all other issues to a secondary or 
tertiary: status. 

We wonder if the nuclear freeze movement or the 
disarmament movement — which this newspaper clearly 
supports — can be instruments for just and lasting peace if 
they are motivated primarily by fear for our own survival. 

For the most part, leaders of the anti-nuclear movement 
are white and are middle class. That fact in no way 
discounts the importance of the movement. Yet, we 
wonder if the majority of people of color would agree that 
all other issues need to be put on hold until disarmament is 


achieved. 
“‘The issue is survival,’’ the article said. For some 


people in this country — those who are denied food, 
clothing, shelter — the issue always has been survival on a 
day-to-day basis. 

The challenge to peace activists today is to make this 
vital connection: the threat of nuclear annihilation and the 


oppression suffered by poor people are two sides of the 


same coin. Bishop Maher has said that ‘‘to continue to 
have a...build-up of nuclear war armaments is 
enslavement of the poor*.”’ 

The challenge to peacemakers is to include among their 
members and their leaders representatives of the ‘‘have 
nots,’’? to include those for whom survival is not a new 
issue. 

For Christians committed to disarmament, we think it is 
compelling to develop a broad perspective. Our Church 
continually calls us to take the side of the poor. That is 
something we must do if the anti-nuclear movement is to 
be more than a single-issue movement the goal of which is 
to ensure our own survival. 

Commitment to disarmament should lead us to an 
analysis of the root cause of the nuclear threat. What are 
the connections between military spending and 
unemployment? Who are the unemployed? Who is bearing 
the burden of military expenditures? 

Our faith challenges us to build a world of justice for all 
people. If,.in 25 years’ time, we have eradicated the 
nuclear eae are still forced to struggle for survival on 
a day-to-day basis, will we have gained our real goal? 

For the sake of all people, we simply cannot afford to say 
that racism, sexism, unemployment, housing and other life 
issues must — for the time being — take a back seat to 
disarmament, because survival is the issue for everyone.

New saint, Poland, celibacy 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II canonized his 
first saint two weeks ago before more than 20,000 people in St. 
Peter’s Basilica. 


In his homily during the more than two-hour canonization 
Mass for St. Crispin of Viterbo, an Italian Capuchin Brother 
who died in 1750, the pope called him ‘‘this authentic son of 
Francis of Assisi (who) offers a lesson of humble and faithful 
adhesion to God, to love, to poverty, to obedience to the Church, 
to commitment to Mary.”’ 


Pope John Paul, elected to the papacy in October 1978, noted 
that ‘‘this is the first time during my service in the See of Peter 
that I have the joyous destiny to carry out a:canonization.”’ 


St. Crispin-was born Pietro Fioretti in Viterbo, Italy, on Nov. 
13, 1668. After working as a shoemaker, he joined the Capuchins 
in 1693 and took the name Brother Crispin. 


He was best remembered for his nearly 40 years as questor 
(alms collector) for the order in Orvieto, Italy. In that capacity, 
he collected not only enough to provide for the order’s needs, but 
enough to help all the poor in the town as well. 


During his 57 yéars in the Capuchins, St. Crispin also worked 
as a cook in the Italian cities of Albano and Tolfa; as a nurse in 
Rome; and as a gardener in Monterotondo, Italy. 


Since his early years as a Religious, miracles were attributed to 
him, and his spirit of joy and happiness were said to radiate to 
those around him. 


St. Crispin died in Rome in 1750 after two years of illness, and 
his bones are kept at the Church of the Immaculate Conception 
on Rome’s Via Veneto. He was beatifred by Pope Pius VU i in 
1806. 


In his homily, Pope John Paul said the life of St. Crispin was 
marked by joy and by a ‘“‘heroic openness toward his fellow 
Brothers and to the poor and needy of every category.”’ 


The current crisis in Poland provides a test showing whether 
people can conquer evil with good, said Pope John Paul II June 
23. 


Speaking to about 40,000 visitors to St. Peter’s Bane: the 
pope in his regular Wednesday audience voiced a prayer to Our 
Lady of Czestochowa, Poland’s patroness. 


The Polish-born pontiff said that he was praying in particular 
for his fellow Poles ‘‘who suffer because of their convictions, 
those who are deprived of their just rights.”’ 


The contemporary crisis, as with other situations in Polish 
history, said the pope ‘‘places on trial the conscience, the heart 
and the will not to be conquered by evil, but to conquer evil with 
good.”’ 


The pope said that he was thanking Mary ‘‘for all those who 
do good to others, who conquer egoism and cowardice, who 
strengthen brotherhood.”’ 


In the main part of his address, the pope returned to the theme 

of celibacy which had been the focus of several Wednesday 
audiences prior to this mid-May departure on four international 
trips. 
Focusing on St. Paul’s treatment of celibacy in the eventh 
chapter of his first letter to the Corinthians, the pontiff 
emphasized that Paul ‘‘makes a distinction, as the Gospel does, 
between a counsel and a command.”’ 


St. Paul strives to explain, said the Pope, ‘’that the value of 
voluntary continence derives exclusively from a counsel and not 
from a command’’ and that ‘‘the decision to embrace virginity or 


celibacy must be a voluntary one.”’

The pope also gave a short English-language summary of his 
talk. The full text of his summary follows: 

“Dear brothers and sisters: 

““My greetings and my blessing go to all of you who have 
assembled here today.

-make reference to St. Paul’s treatment of the same theme. His 


approach is a personal one — one that grew out of his 
experiences and the need to answer the concrete questions that 
were proposed to him. He examines the relationship between 
marriage and virginity or celibacy. In so doing, he makes a” 
distinction, as the Gospel does, between a counsel and a 
command. With great clarity the apostle emphasizes that the 
value of voluntary continence derives exclusively from a counsel 
and not from a command.

Hope and joy are for sharing 


We often over-simplify the reasons and causes for 
aberrational behavior in these days of psychological 
enlightenment. Most people have read a certain amount 
of popular psychology — usually enough to find plausible 
explanations and rather simplistic resolutions to why 
people act as they do. 


Sometimes it seems as though all that is needed to right 
all the wrongs and bring everyone back to the wise and 
self-fulfilling paths is love and acceptance from their 
parents, spouses or friends. But the truth is that large 
numbers of people live socially undesirable lives even 
though they may be deeply loved by those near to them. 


THERE IS always the element of personal choice and 
it is unwise to ignore that. A character in an article I was 
reading recently was quoted as saying, ‘‘People you love 
do not have to love you back, you know.”’ Rain may fall 
on rocky ground and love may fall on an unreceptive 
heart — at least, one that is not responsive at that time. 


Our goals in life change, thank God, as we grow older 
and wiser, but our pursuit of early, immature and half- 
recognized goals can literally ruin our lives. We may 
deliberately walk away from love and acceptance, if only 
because we see in them expectations we have no wish to 
meet. Sometimes we walk away from the gratitude such 


Ins and Outs

Does anybody play the marquee game anymore? It was 
popular in the days of movie double features. Two titles 
accidentally juxtaposed created interesting combinations. 
A recent one, for example: Poltergeist and Hanky-Panky. 


Something similar occurred in looking over the index of 
Sacred Songs, a book of liturgical music. Here are a few that 
happened simply to be'listed one after the other: 


Let Heaven Rejoice and Let Hymns of Joy to Grief Succeed; 
My Country ’Tis of Thee and My Faith Looks up to Thee; Name 
Once Given by the Angel; and National Anthem; Near the Chapel 
in the Fields and No One Who Loves Me; Shout Joyfully to God 
and Silent Night! Holy Night!; Sleep, Holy Babe and Someone’s 
Singing, Lord’’. 


LOOKING AT this songbook and others like it you get 
some hunches. Mountains are very popular for singing; 
the ocean doesn’t get too much mention. Rivers, too, are 
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caring suggests we feel, or the sense of responsibility. 


Why walk away? Because we are not yet mature and do 
not yet understand what life is really about, and because 
the emotional and psychological growing pains can bring 
an overpowering restlessness of spirit. We need to move, 
to go, to experience, although we are not quite sure what 
or where. And so we make errors of judgment, grow 
confused and defiant and fritter away the hopeful years. 


WE WERE talking about a youngish woman the other 
day, who is serving a sentence in prison for larceny, 
possession of stolen credit cards and other minor crimes. 
She is depressed, ill and on the edge of self-destruction, 
and yet she is a woman very much loved by people who 
long to help but whose offers are ignored by her. It is a 
long but not unusual tale of broken marriage and drug 
addiction with the customary radical personality change. 
A common story but nonetheless tragic for that. It is 
impossible to hear of such distracted people without 
feeling the deep pang of compassion and regret for a life 
being thrown away. 


In cases like this, nothing equals the power of prayer to 
open and illuminate the minds and hearts of these 
afflicted persons. Concentrated, caring prayer has the

usually ignored, except the Jordan; that gets cited once in 
a while. Valleys also are nice. If you are to sing, you 
should sing joyfully, or new, or sing to those mountains. 
But sing all, and occasionally, triumphantly. Butterflies 
show up in songs; birds hardly ever. But birds sing, 
butterflies do not. We are to lift up hearts, voices, heads. 
New is popular, just as in the commercials. New day, new 
song, new life, new hope. 


Reading the lyrics you can understand complaints 
about the amateurism of current liturgical songs. 
Someone has said that in too many songs we tell God how 
we are and sing our own achievements; not enough speak 
of God’s words for us. Much typecasting occurs; one song 
asks for a child at baptism that God give him a mother’s 
love, a father’s strength. What’s wrong with vice-versa? 


Songs in religion have always served multiple purposes. 
Augustine wrote The A B C Song against the Donatists (who 
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ability to reach in, even to darkened minds and closed 
hearts, to touch and beckon and invite response. It is 
easier to point to results than to explain just how prayer 
works, but perhaps it is enough to say that it is a 
communication that reaches beyond conscious barriers 
and is able to call to the Christlikeness in each of us 
straining for expression. 


We seldom express it in quite those words, but there is 
in all of us the need to love and be loved, to appreciate 
and be appreciated, to think well of ourselves and be 
thought well of, and beneath all that is the unspoken and 
often unknown desire for unity with God and all He 
means. We may preach to one another or talk long hours, 
and yet never attain the degree of communication 
inherent in persistent, caring, intense moments of prayer. 


THERE ARE NO simple or easy answers to why we 
do what we do — why we seem deliberately to seek the 
destruction of the best in us — why we are so reluctant to 
open ourselves to available help — why life appears so 
appalling that, like Lois, we long to “‘go to sleep and 
never wake up.’’ So, we who have the inheritance of 
Christian hope and joy are called to hold these people in 
our hearts and to project to them, in prayer, our own 
strength of hope and joy in life. We need not be miserly, 
the resources are infinite.

WHEN GOOD SONGS appear they are quickly 
overworked.

Folk songs (bad ones) 
have driven out the good.

WASHINGTON (NC) — With the 97th Congress 


headed into its final months the future of several 
legislative proposals dealing with abortion seems cloudier 
than ever. 


A constitutional amendment on abortion proposed by 
Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and approved by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in March has yet to reach the floor 
of the Senate. There had been predictions that the 
measure would be debated by the full Senate in April, 
followed by other predictions that the amendment would 
be called up in June. 


NOW PRO-LIFE leaders are saying that the Senate 
may take up the amendment after July 12, when 
Congress returns from its Fourth of July recess. But they 
also admit that Senate Majority Leader Howard Baker 
(R-Tenn.), who has almost unlimited control over the 
Senate calendar, has made promises but has yet to make a 
firm commitment on when the Hatch amendment might 
be debated.

Hatch aide. 

Meanwhile, supporters of Sen. Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) 
are becoming increasingly concerned that time is running 
out on Helms’ proposed human life bill. Rather than wait 
for Baker to schedule a full-scale debate on abortion, 
Helms’ supporters want his bill attached to some other 
measure that might carry it through both the House and 
Senate.

AND IF ALL else fails, there also is a fallback 
proposal, introduced by Sen. Mark O. Hatfield (R-Ore.), 
which would simply make permanent many of the 
abortion funding restrictions which must be enacted 
annually as part of the appropriations process. Hatfield 
offered his bill as an alternative should the Hatch and 
Helms measures fail. 


Earlier this spring the pro-life community was 
spreading the word that the monumental debate on 
abortion in the Senate would come in mid-to-late June. 
Though the exact method of consideration was unclear, 
the Senate was expected to take up all three proposals — 
the Hatch amendment, the Helms bill and the Hatfield 
bill — at the same time. 


But the length of Baker’s legislative agenda — 
particularly this spring’s extensive debate on the budget 
and the Voting Rights Act — pushed the abortion issue 
off the June calendar. There also are reports that Baker 
would like to see Hatch and Helms settle the differences in 
their two approaches, something that was tried and failed 
several months ago.

requiring two-thirds votes of both houses of Congress, 
while the Helms bill requires only simple majorities but 
also can be struck down by the courts as unconstitutional. 


Further confusing the situation was Helms’ short-lived 
plan to attach his bill to the Voting Rights Act. Had that 
worked it would have forced the House into a roll call vote 
that quite possibly would have resulted in the Helms 
abortion bill becoming law. 


Supporters of Helms now want him to find another 
‘*must pass’’ measure to which he can attach his bill. That 
strategy, if the right bill is selected, makes it impossible 
for the House to ignore the measure. But there also is no 
assurance that Helms has enough votes in the Senate, 
particularly if some senators don’t like his round-about 
way of doing things. 


THE HATCH amendment, though, may be in a 


similar predicament. Even if it does survive a Senate test 
— and some doubt that it has the necessary two-thirds 
vote there — it too would have to be rushed quickly 
through the House. But the only way it will reach the 
floor, given the hostility of the House Judiciary 
Committee to most abortion proposals, is if 218 members 
sign a discharge petition, something which also could take 
some time. 


The congressional delays on abortion also may be 
renewing the animosity between Helms and Hatch 
supporters, particularly since a version of the Helms bill 
cleared a Senate subcommittee one year ago but made 
little progress afterwards because of Hatch’s insistence 
that a constitutional amendment also be considered. 


To some then the pro-life movement has a tragedy in 
the making because of congressional inaction on abortion, 
caused partly by internal pro-life disagreements over 
strategy. But others are insisting that there still is time for 
this Congress to act on abortion, even if time seems to be 
growing short. 


Criticism of Sisters gets him reprimand

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (NC)— A parish priest said he 
has been reprimanded by Bishop Louis E. Gelineau of 
Providence for writing a letter to the editor of a daily 
newspaper in which the priest criticized the Sisters of 
Mercy. 


The letter, written by Father Richard A. Bucci, 
assistant pastor at Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Church, 
attacked the order for not disciplining Mercy Sister 
Arlene Violet, who is running for Rhode Island attorney 
general in what Bishop Gelineau says is a violation of 
Church law. 

THE LETTER appeared in the Providence Journal- 
Bulletin. Three days after the letter appeared, the Journal- 
Bulletin, in a front page story, quoted Father Bucci as 
saying Bishop Gelineau had told him not to write any 
more letters to the editor without first submitting them to 
the bishop. 

A spokesman for the Diocese of Providence said that 
the bishop, who was out of town, did not wish to comment 
on the incident. The spokesman said the bishop’s 
conversation with Father Bucci had been a private 
telephone conversation. 

‘“‘That’s the way the bishop would like it kept,’’ the 
spokesman said. 


SISTER VIOLET’S sad had been publicly 
criticized by Bishop Gelineau, who declared that Church 
law forbids Religious as well as priests from holding 
public office. 


In his letter to the editor, Father Bucci chided the 
Sisters of Mercy for not disciplining Sister Violet. 
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‘‘What more could we expect from a group whose 
major superior insulted the Vicar of Christ on 
international television; whose members celebrate 
pseudo-Eucharists with pseudo-priests; whose members 
abandoned our schools and children for higher paying 
jobs; whose members abandoned the holy habit of their 
foundress for the rainbow possibility of polyester?’’ the 
letter asked. 


THE STATEMENT about insulting the Vicar of 
Christ apparently referred to Mercy Sister Theresa Kane, 
who gained national headlines in 1979 during Pope John 
Paul II’s trip to the United States when she publicly urged 
the pope to consider the possibility of women serving in all 
ministries of the Church, including the priesthood. 


Father Bucci said he will obey the bishop but added he 
would consider making an appeal to a higher canonical 
court.

bishops. A revised draft will then be 
subject to further debate and amendment 
when the country’s bishops hold their 
annual general meeting this November. It 
would require approval by a two-thirds 
vote before becoming a national pastoral 
letter expressing the collective moral 
guidance of the U.S. hierarchy on war 


and peace issues today. 


The key section of the draft pastoral 
letter, dealing with the moral issues of 
nuclear war and nuclear deterrence, calls 
reliance on such weapons ‘“fundamentally 
abhorrent.’’ It says they would have ‘‘no 
place’’ at all in a world of peaceful recon- 
ciliation towards which all people should 
strive. 


“Certain practices of nuclear warfare 
or deterrence, moreover, clearly cannot 
be compatible, even now, with the most 
basic Christian teachings,’’ the draft says. 


IT LISTS six ‘‘immediate’’ principles 
applying to the morality of nuclear 
weapons in the present context: 


e “Under no circumstances may 
nuclear weapons or other instruments of 
mass slaughter be used for the purpose of 
destroying population centers or other 
predominantly civilian targets.’’ In 
addition, nuclear attack on military 
targets is virtually impossible to justify 
“as proportional to any conceivable 
rational objective’ when ‘‘the targets lie 
so close to concentrations of population 
that destruction of the targets would likely 
devastate those nearby populations.”’ 
Even if an enemy attacks U.S. civilian 
centers, a counterstrike against civilian 
populations ‘‘must be condemned.”’ 


e@ ‘We do not perceive any situation 
in which the deliberate initiation of 
nuclear warfare, on however a restricted 
scale, can be condoned. Non-nuclear 
attacks by another state must be deterred 
by other than nuclear means.’’ Without 
judging the complex technological 
questions involved in the dangers of 


escalation once nuclear weapons are used, ~ 


the committee says that, in the face of 
“‘very substantial doubt’’ about the pos- 
sibilities of control, there is an obligation 
to follow the ‘‘safest possible moral 
course,’’ and first use of nuclear weapons 
does not meet that moral obligation. 


e “Our objections to the use of 
nuclear weapons against civilians and to 
the initiation of nuclear warfare apply 
equally to the threat of such use.’” The 
threat of such use cannot be condoned, 
even if it ‘‘is not intended to be carried 
out at all,’’ for several reasons. Among 
these are the ‘‘degradation it produces’’ 
in relationships between the two sides and 
the danger of loss of control over events 
regardless of the original intent. 


¢ “Christians and others of goodwill 
may differ as to whether nuclear weapons 
may be employed under any 
circumstances.’’ But even if a categorical 
moral condemnation does not seem 
required from Christian teaching, ‘‘it is 
difficult for us to see how what may be 
legitimate in theory may indeed be 
justifiable in practice.’’ 


¢ The conditions that must be met 
for justification are that if nuclear 
weapons are to be used at all it can be 
done. ‘‘only after thy have been used 


against our own country or our allies, 
and, even then, only in an extremely 
limited, discriminating manner against 
military targets...in all candor, we have 
no confidence whatever that retaliatory 
and restrictive usage can be kept 
limited.’’ In light of the dangers that’ at 


some point deterrence will fail and that an - 


initial limited use will start a chain of 
escalation, the principle must be asserted 
that ‘‘no use of nuclear weapons can be 
considered moral if even indirectly it 
would result in significant violation of the 
principle of discrimination. 


e ‘‘If we were to reject any 
conceivable use of nuclear weapons, we 
would face the very difficult question 
whether it is permissible even to continue 
to possess such weapons.’’ The committee 
confronts the paradox of having laid out a 
weighty moral reasoning against any use 
or threat to use nuclear weapons, versus 
the evaporation of the deterrent value of 
the possession of nuclear weapons if use is 
renounced and backed by guarantees. It 
warns against ‘‘rapid, abrupt’’ 
abandonment of nuclear weapons on 
grounds that the instabilities that would 
be created could themselves lead to 
catastrophe. ‘‘But a temporary toleration 
of some aspects of nuclear deterrence 
must not be confused with approval of 
such deterrence.”’ 


e Finally, ‘‘we have hereby outlined 
what would be at most a marginally 
justifiable deterrence policy,’’ but ‘‘we 
find ourselves at odds with elements of 
current deterrence policy’’ and are 
“‘skeptical’’ of the basic argument of 
deterrence. Faced with ‘‘a deterrent that 
is in place and which we cannot, 
according to Catholic moral principles, 
approve,’’ the committee invokes the 
principle in Catholic moral theology of 
“toleration of moral evil.’’ It notes that 
this is a technical term for dealing with 
what is ‘‘objectively a_ sinful 
situation...yet movement out of this 
objectively evil situation must be 
controlled lest we cause by accident what 
we would neither deliberately choose nor 
morally condone.’’ 


The document rejects immediate, 
unilateral disarmament as a_ moral 
requirement, saying, ‘‘We do not think 
the facts are so clear, or the moral 
imperatives so compelling that we can 
advance a judgment that is more stringent 
than toleration of the deterrent.’’ 


But it emphasizes that this 
“‘toleration’’ does not mean approval and 
is conditioned on substantive efforts to 
modify the current state of affairs and 
move out of the ‘‘objectively — evil 
situation.”’ 


IT CALLS FOR a controlled, 
negotiated and verifiable multilateral 
disarmament process, at the same time 
warning that past efforts at ‘‘gradual’’ 


disarmament have made that term 
“relatively meaningless.”’ 4 
The document also lists several 


imperatives while the process of orderly, 
negotiated disarmament is under way. Of 
primary importance, it says, is the 
prevention of development or deployment 
of ‘‘destabilizing weapons’’ on either 
side. It also says the tendency toward 
“‘automatic control’’ of weapons systems 
and further proliferation of nuclear 
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weapons around the world must be 
prevented. 


The document’s section on nuclear 
weapons, which represents an advance 
over previous Church teachings in 
making specific moral judgments on 
nuclear deterrence, is likely to be the 
focus of most attention, but that section is 
only part of a broader overview on the 
scriptural, moral and pastoral aspects of 
war and peace questions. 


THE DRAFT document begins with 
analyzing the basic Christian 
commitments to life and to peace from a 
scriptural perspective. It then discusses in 
detail the just war theory, which has been 
a cornerstone of the Catholic moral 
approach to war and.peace issues since 
the fifth century. 


While noting that the just war theory 
sees the right of self-defense as ‘‘an 
extension of the commandment of love,”’ 
the authors comment, “‘It is too often 
forgotten that the ‘theory’ of just war 
elaborated through the centuries was an 
evolving effort to discourage war’’ by 
placing strict limits and conditions on it 
and making a presumption in favor of 


peace. 


Saying that modern weapons of war 
“give special urgency to questions of 
when, if ever, violent resistance can be 
permissible,’’ it places its analysis of 
nuclear warfare within the context of the 
classical moral position of the just war 
theory — the conditions required for 
legitimate entry into warfare and the 
limits placed upon the conduct of war, 
particularly the protection of non- 
combatants from attack and _ the 
requirement that the means used in war 
be proportional to the ends for which the 
war is being fought. 


EVEN IF waging war can be justified 
in a particular situation, it says, ‘‘the 
particular means used to wage war may 
not be permissible. The distinction is 
critical, especially in view of the very 
practical questions raised today about 
nuclear weapons.”’

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The draft document also addresses 
other issues of warfare today. It notes, for 
example, under the question of the 
competent authority to wage war, that 
“far too little analysis has been made of 
the moral issues involved in revolution- 
ary-counterrevolutionary or insurgency- 
counterinsurgency conflicts.’’ It also 
notes that the right of self-defense 
required for a just war ‘‘does not include 
the mere defense of all material 
possessions, seizing the possessions of 
others, or the imposition of rule on 
others.”’ 


It also says that a decision to forego a 
nuclear deterrent itself poses difficult 
questions and might ‘‘require a 
willingness to pay higher costs to develop 
conventional forces.”’ 


THE PASTORAL draft speaks at 
length of the moral duty of ‘‘waging 
peace.’’ It calls on the United States to be 
prepared to take some ‘‘independent 
initiatives’? toward arms control and 
disarmament and says the responsibility 
for disarmament cannot be evaded ‘‘by 
one side’s pointing accusingly at the other 
as treacherous and aggressive.”’ 


It calls for a shift of military 
expenditures to the easing of misery in the 
world, noting that true peace must be 
based on justice and human dignity. 


It urges the development of effective 
non-violent means to resolve conflicts 
between nations and guarantee their 
security, and the development of a 
“‘compelling vision of peace, justice and a 
positive world order’’ in the international 
community. 


IT PRAISES ‘“‘heroic persons’? who 
have adopted a position of pacifism and 
non-violence for the sake of the Gospel 
and says that pacifists deserve a better 
understanding by the American Catholic 
community. 


At the same time it defends the role of 
Catholics in the military and other 
defense-related work and urges them to 
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multiple handicaps, tremendous 
limitations; but you never hear a 
complaint. And when I return home, I 
hear people complain about headaches or 
being tired....”’ 


Rev. Mr. Anthony Stanonik returned 
for the third time as a counselor because 
‘‘T just fell in love with the kids. There is a 
powerful lesson in humanity here. They 
challenge us to be human. They have no 
special credentials to give them a sense of 
importance, and they’re not washed over 
by all the junk we cling too. I’ve become 
aware of the handicaps we all have, 
though they’re not quite as visible.’’ 


A transitional deacon to be ordained to 
the priesthood by Bishop Maher July 9, 
Rev. Mr. Stanonik first became 
interested in working with the 
handicapped when Sister Kathryn spoke 
to the seminarians at St. Francis 
Seminary. He hopes to be able to return 
after ordination, and work in special 
religious education as well. 


Something special took place... 


ALTHOUGH THE state requires 
only one counselor for every 10 campers, 
Sister Kathryn insists on a one-to-one 
ratio. In addition, Mercy Hospital has 
made a physician available for the week 
on a full-time basis, and as in years past, 
has supplied everything from disposable 
diapers to first-aid and other medical 
supplies. 

But the heart of the camp remains the 
counselors, some recruited from the 
Catholic high schools in the diocese. 
Others, like Carrie and Pete Loredo of St. 
Francis parish in Vista, have returned for 
their third year as counselors, along with 
their three oldest sons; their youngest is a 
camper. 


‘‘Something pulls you here,”’ said Mrs. 
Loredo. ‘‘I sometimes think I get more 
out of this than the campers do. There’s a 
sense of satisfaction....”’ 


FOR HELEN Treadway, who 
returned for a third time as counselor, the 
heart of the camp experience is ‘‘giving 
and receiving. I can feel the love in the

Busy weekend for Mercy Hospital, hunger walkers 


HILLCREST — Bishop Leo T. Maher dedicated the 
new ambulatory care center at Mercy Hospital June 27; 


the center is part of a $24.5 million expansion program at . 


Mercy, and is housed in a three-level building next to the 
hospital’s new 11-story office and elevator tower. 


Together, the new center and tower have added 
140,000 square feet to the hospital, which now has 523 
beds available for acute-care patients. 


THE CENTER is seen by Mercy as one way of 
holding escalating hospital costs; ambulatory patients will 
be able to receive treatment on an out-patient basis and 
recuperate at home the same day, avoiding a stay of one 
or more nights at the hospital. 


The center itself will open on July 1, and will be 
introduced to the public on July 11 with an all-day health 
fair. There will be free vision, blood pressure and 
pulmonary function tests, as well as blood typing, height 
and weight measurements. There are 720 parking spaces 
for both everits available at Fourth and Lewis. 


Mercy is the oldest and largest non-profit hospital in 
San Diego County, and is owned and operated by the 
Sisters of Mercy of Burlingame, Cal.

Knights of Columbus gave $41.7M in ’81 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. (NC) — The’ Knights of 
Columbus gave more than $41.7 million to charitable and 
benevolent causes in 1981, an increase of $10 million over 
the previous year, the K. of C. headquarters in New 
Haven announced. 

Members of the Catholic fraternal organization also 
donated more than 10.4 million hours to community 
service. ‘ 

THE.FIGURES were compiled from a survey 
answered by 77 percent of the organization’s 8,767 state 
and local units. 

The 10.4 million hours in community service were 
devoted to youth, hospitals, orphanages and Church 
activities. Another 1.09 million hours were dedicated to 
sick and disabled members and their families. Knights 
also made 920,563 visits to the sick and bereaved. 

A total of 174,109 Knights were blood donors, an 
increase of 21,109 over the previous year. 

THE $41.7 MILLION donated to charity included 
almost $3.3 million contributed by the Supreme Council 
of the organization. The Supreme Council’s 
contributions included $1.4 million for Church and 
community, $386,286 for youth activities and $1.4 
million for scholarships. 

The $41.7 million was broken down as follows:

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N.Y. priest arrested 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — Father Patrick Moloney, 
50, director of Lazarus House, an agency helping teen- 


age drug addicts in New York, was charged June -19 in 


Special Criminal Court in Dublin with possession of a 
weapon and ammunition. 


Father Moloney, a native of Limerick, Ireland, who 


chas lived in New York for 25 years, his brother, John, 52, 


also of New York, and Patrick McVeigh of Belfast, 
Northern Ireland, were charged with possession of an 
Armalite 180 rifle and 646 rounds of ammunition and 
with possession to enable another person to endanger life. 


POLICE SAID they were arrested when anti-terrorist 
units discovered an operation running guns to the Irish 
Republican Army, an outlawed guerrilla organization 
seeking to end British rule in Northern Ireland. 


‘The only reason I am here is that I was in the wrong 
place at the wrong time,’’ said Father Moloney, who was 
released on bail June 21. Father Moloney is a priest of the 
Melkite Eparchy (Diocese) of Newton, Mass. 


IN NEW YORK City, federal officials said that two 
men arrested there were involved with the three arrested 
in Dublin in an arms shipping operation. 

Two brothers, Eamon Meehan, 46, and Colm 
Meehan, 36, were arrested at their Brooklyn homes on 
charges of illegally shipping arms for use against British 
troops in Northern Ireland. Another man, Patrick 


~McParland, of Woodside, Queens, was being sought in 


connection with the case. 

They were going to ship more ‘than four dozen 
automatic rifles, including a silencer-equipped Uzzi 
submachine gun, to Dublin, authorities said. 

KENNETH P. WALTON, deputy assistant director 
of the FBI’s New York office, said most of the weapons 
and ammunition were seized before shipment, but that a 
small amount had been ‘‘marked’’ and ‘‘allowed to be 
shipped’’ to John Moloney in Ireland. : 

Two other men were arrested in New York and 
charged with conspiring to buy and export weapons and 
ammunition, including surface-to-air missiles for use by 
the IRA in Northern Ireland. The two were Gabriel 
Megahey, 39, a confessed member of the Provisional IRA 
facing a deportation order, and Andrew Duggan, 49. 

Walton said the money for the weapons could have 
been raised in the United States but that the source of the 
funds was still a matter of investigation. ;

gente que ha vivido aqui tantos afios y 
que han estado contribuyendo y 
demonstrando ser miembros estables de la 
sociedad. 


Pero lo més dificil es determinar 
cuotas. Histdéricamente en este pais las 
cuotas han sido racistas. No sé cédmo 
remediar esto. Las areas del mundo de 
donde la inmigracidn es mds probable son 


los paises del Tercer Mundo como Africa, 


Asia y Latinoamérica, y este cambio debe 
ser reconocido en la politica de 


inmigracién. También deberia de haber 


algo en esta politica que hiciera mas facil 
la entrada a este pais a los refugiados 
politicos y que la decisidn no sea hecha 
por la filosofia politica de determinada 
administracion. 


P: El Servicio de Inmigracién y 
Naturalizacién dijo que su reciente 
‘‘Operacidn Empleos’’ fué una medida 
para desocupar empleos de emigrantes 
ilegales para americanos desempleados. 
¢Cudl es su reaccién? 


R: Los empleos que ocupan los 
indocumentados, en su mayoria, son los 
mas mal pagados y los de _peores 
condiciones. Son del tipo que ciudadanos 
americanos no aceptan porque pueden 
recibir otras clases de beneficios del 
gobierno que les pagan mas que estos 
trabajos, y no tienen que sufrir las 
indignidades adheridas a esto empleos. 
Atin en las redadas conducidas 
ultimamente, era claro que el INS no 
buscaba los empleos bien pagados que 
ocupan los emigrantes. Hubo varios 
ejemplos aqui en Oakland adonde 
buscaban los empleos mas bajos en la 
escala. 


Por ejemplo, recogieron a unos cuantos 
muchachos en los establos de Golden 
Gate Fields. Pero si realmente estuvieran 
en serio buscando hacer los empleos 
disponibles para trabajadores americanos 
se hubieran llevado a todos los 
indocumentados que trabajan alli. Esa 
medida hubiera dafiado la operacidn de 
los establos y no hubieran podido 
continuar. Yo supongo que la INS no 
quiere hacer esto. No creo que los 
americanos estuvieran tirando puertas 
para conseguir estos empleos. 


P:° Muchas de las personas 
deportadas durante ‘‘Operacién 
Empleos’’ regresaron a trabajar en sus 
mismos empleos en unos pocos dias. 
¢Algo esta pasando en la frontera que 
permite a esta gente regresar? ;:Ve 
usted una discrepancia entre la politica 
de la frontera y las operaciones de la 
INS en areas metropolitanas? 


R: No sé si es tanto una discrepancia. 
No creo que nuestro gobierno esté 
realmente en serio tratando de cesar el 
flujo de inmigraciédn de_ los 
indocumentados, en primer lugar. 
Ademas, con el personal existente, hay un 
grave problema en tratar de sellar la 
frontera. Una vez se tratd de hacer esto 
durante la administracién de Nixon en 
conexi6n con un proyecto de control de 
drogas y hubo tantas protestas de ambos 
lados de la frontera que répidamente se 
pard. De modo que sabemos que se puede 
hacer, pero no estan ansiosos de hacerlo. 


En las areas metropolitanas, no se tiene 
tanto personal. En muchos _ lugares 
tradicionalmente la prdctica es detener 
Unicamente a aquellos que han sido 
reportados de ser indocumentados. La 
diferencia con ‘‘Operacién Empleos’’ es 
que fueron a lugares de empleo 
indistintamente y también a las escuelas y 
atin a una clinica de salud adonde 
arrestaron a pacientes. Hasta detuvieron 
a personas en las calles. Evidentemente, 
no era cuestién de tinicamente aquellos 
que tenian empleos. 


P: Muchos aseguran que los hispanos 
han sido escogidos durante la 
“‘Operacién Empleos.’’? :Cual es su 
reaccién? 


R: Aqui en esta area fué claro que el 
mexicano o el que parece ser mexicano 
era blanco de estas redadas, y obviamente 
esto es racista en su concepcién y en su 
operacién. Personas con quienes he 
hablado me dicen que cualquier persona 
que parecia ser mexicano en los lugares 
donde llegaron los de la INS fué 
interrogado, y en algunos casos detenido 
fuera ciudadano americano, residente 
legal 6 indocumentado. Por el mero hecho 
de ‘‘parecer el tipo,’’ era sospechoso. 


El 87 por ciento de los que detuvieron 
en las redadas alrededor del pais fueron 


, hispanos. Muchos de los demds fueron 


detenidos por accidente. Se encontraban 
en el lugar equivocado a la hora 
equivocada, pero no eran los blancos de 
las redadas de la INS. Esto es verdad 
alrededor de la nacidn, no solamente en el 
Oeste y en el Sudoeste, sino también en 
algunas principales ciudades del Medio 
Oeste y del Este.

Uncle Stevie’s kiddie show

In feature stories about director Steven Spielberg 
coinciding with the release of Poltergeist and E.T. the 
Extra-Terrestrial, writers have traced the source of his 
appeal to his still being a kid at heart, though he is 34. 


Poltergeist and E.T., they say, are essentially 
children’s films, the first having to do with the bad 
dreams of childhood, the second with its happy dreams. 
Just to set the cap on all of this, one of Spielberg’s 
acknowledged mentors is Walt Disney. 


I HATE TO be an old Scrooge, but in the face of such 
praise, I must demur. i 


The good dreams-bad dreams distinction between 
Poltergeist and E.T. is a little disingenuous, I believe. I 
liked E.T. for the most part and recommended it with 
some reservations, but Poltergeist is a pretty loathsome 
little movie. 


One critic said that Poltergeist creates ‘“‘honest thrills 
within the confines of a PG rating,” but those particular 
confines, never especially constricting, as you know if 
you’re even a casual moviegoer, proved to be unusually 
flexible this time out. The truth is that while an R rating 
will do no harm at the box office to a serious movie like 
Missing, it can hurt pictures whose sights are set 
considerably lower. 


IN THIS CASE the Code and Rating Administration 
of the Motion Picture Association in fact gave Poltergeist 
a richly deserved R rating, but the appeal board, swayed 
by arguments by the chairman of the board of MGM and 
Spielberg himself, reversed the decision in favor of the 
milder PG. 


They did this despite a particularly gruesome scene in 
which the flesh falls away from somebody’s face in gory 
gobs, revealing the skull beneath, a somewhat more 
distasteful variation of the sequence in Spielberg’s 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, also PG-rated and also billed as a 
great kid’s movie. There Spielberg treated us to the sight 
of flesh melting away from a skull and, as an extra dollop, 
an eyeball popping out and sizzling against the cheekbone 
like an egg tossed on an overheated frying pan. 


My quarrel with Poltergeist, however, a movie 
bedecked with so many loose ends that it obviously has no 
great regard for the intelligence of its audience, has less to 
do with its more obvious nastiness than with something 
more subtle, something that also bothers me about E. ye 


FOR BOTH movies, like Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind, present a smug, complacent vision of life that offers 


us an affluent, essentially materialistic suburban lifestyle 
as the universal norm. Thus current suburban mores — 
whatever happens to be ‘‘going down’’ at the moment — 
come across as perfectly acceptable forms of behavior. 


In E.T., as in so many Disney movies, all this is 
implicit rather than expressed. Each of the three children 
has his own room, each room is flooded with toys and 
dolls of all sorts. There is also, as in Disney, a pandering 
to the young as essentially wiser and more in tune with 
réality than their befuddled elders. 


We can never imagine kids like this going to church or 
praying. Whatever yearning they or their elders have for 
anything higher is easily satsified by the advent of cute 
beings from outer space, whose superiority lies not in 
their art, their culture or their religion, but in their 
marvelous gadgetry. 


Poltergeist manifests much of this, but in a uglier 
fashion. We get, for example, a benign view of Mom and 
Dad, whom we are meant to see as model parents, 
enjoying a bit of marijuana at bedtime. 


In another scene, the teen-age daughter, who looks’ 
hardly more than 14 or 15, makes not one but two 
obscene gestures at some workmen after they leer at her 
and make suggestive remarks. Mom, viewing all this 
from her kitchen window, chuckles appreciatively. The 
workmen, incidentally, are building a pool in the 
backyard, and thus, not only is the father paying them, 
but there’s none of the anonymity that facilitates such 
exchanges in a big city — all of which underscores the 
gratuitousness of the sequence. 


Finally, at the end of the movie, when the family is 
going to_ spend the night at a motel in the area, the 
daughter lets slip to her parents that she’s quite familiar 
with the motel, the obvious implication being that she’s 
spent some nights there when her parents thought she was 
at a girlfriend’s house. 


OBVIOUS AS these little touches are, they don’t seem 
to have come up for consideration when the appeal board 
of the MPAA voted in favor of giving the movie a PG. If 
their significance was lost on the board, however, I don’t 
think that the teen-agers and pre-teens who are free to see 
Poltergeist without a hassle at the box office are going to 
miss it. 


These, then, are the kinds of signals that Uncle Stevie 1S 
ready to beam to your children.

“<I WOULD NOT knowingly give an interview with 
any pornographic magazine,’”’ said Rev. Wildmon.
